The jury in tho (Federal court In 


Trovidence has returned n verdict of 
T.61 guilty in the cnsc'brought against 
Rev. Snmuel N. Kent, and which has 
been under trial for several clays.

Further to'the east tlie Third divl-- 


slnn forced the enemy back to lion- 
cheres wood, where It was rcllevej 
on July SO by the Thirty-second divi- 
sion from the Vnsges front. The Thirty- 
second, nftcr rollcrlng the Ttilrd ntid 
some I'Tetueiils of the Twcniy-clghth 
on the HUD of lliu Onrcq river, advanced 
abreasi (if the Forty-soco'm] to^'nrd 
the Vesle. On Aug. 3 It passed uiulor 
control of our Third corps. Jlnjor (!pn 
ItotHTt I. IliilTiinl coiiininiuirn;;, tvlilrh 
made Us first appearance In battle, at 
this time, wlillo the Fourth division 
took up tho task of th'o Forty-second 
division and advanced will) Ilio Thirty- 
second to the Vcsle river, where, on 
Aug. 
0, the operation.for Ihp reduc- 


tion of (lie Mnrne salient terminated. 


In the hard fighting from July 18 to 


Aug. 
0 tho Germans were uot only 


halted In their advance, 
but 
were 


driven back from tho Jlaruo to the 
Veslo and committed wholly to tho 
defensive. 
Tho 
force of 
American 


arms had been brought to bear In time 
to enable tho last offensive of the cu- 
emy to Le crushed. 


The First and Third corps now held 


a continuous front of 11 kilometers 
along the Veslo. On Aug. 12 Ihe Seven- 
ty-seventh division relieved the Fourth 
division on tlie First corps front, and 
the following day the Twenty-eighth 
relieved the Thirty-second division lu 
the Third corps, while from Aug. 6 to 
Aug. 
10 Hie Sixth Infantry brigade of 


tho Third division held a seclor on the 
river line. The trausfer of the First 
corps to the Wocvre was ordered nt 
this time, and tho control of this front 
was turned over to (he Third corps. 


On August 18 Gen. I'etaln began an 


offensive between Khclnis and tho 
Olse. Our Third corps participated In 
this operation, crossing the Vesle on 
Sept. 4i with Ihe Twetity-elglnh and 
Seventy-seventh divisions and over- 
coming stubborn opposition on the pla- 
teau south of tlie Alsne, which was 
reached by the Seventy-seventh on 
Sept. 7. Two days later the Third 
corps was transferred to the region 
of Verdun, the Seventy-seventh dlvl- 
.Elon remaining In line on the Atsne riv- 
er until Sept 17. •• 
' The Thirty-second division, upon Its 
relief from the battle on the Vcsle. 
Joined a French corps north of Sols- 
spns and attacked from A'ug. 20 to 
81, capturing Juvlgny 
after 
some 


particularly desperate fighting and 
reaching the Chauny-Solssons road. 


On the British front two regiments 


of the Thirty-third division partici- 
pated In nn attack on ITamol, July 4. 
and again on Aug. 9 as an incident of 
the allied offensive against.the Amiens 
salient One of these regiments took 
Gressalre wood, and Chlpilly ridge, 
cnpltfflng 700 prisoners and consider- 
able material. 


Emergency Had Passed. 


The counter offensives against the 


Marne salient In July and cgalnst the 
Amiens salient In August had gained 
such an advantage that It was ap- 
parent that the emergency, which Jus- 
tified the dispersion of our divisions, 
had passed. The moment was propi- 
tious for assembling our divisions. The 
formation of the army In the Chateau- 
Thierry region and Its early transfer 
to the sector of the Woevre, which 
was to extend from Nomeny, east of 
the Moselle, to north of St. Mlhlel, was 
therefore 
decided 
upon by Marshal 


Foch and myself on Aug. 0, and the de- 
tails were arranged with Gen. Petaln 
later on the same day. 


At Bombon, on July 24, there was a 


conference of all commanders In chief 
for the purpose of considering allied 
operations. Kach presented proposals 
for the employment of the armies un- 
der his command and these formed 
the basis of future co-operation of 
the allies. It was emphatically deter- 
mined that the'allied attitude should 
be t»'maintain the offensive. As the 
Brst operation of the American army, 
the reduction of the salient of St. 
Mihlel was to be undertaken as soon 
is the necessary troops and material 
could be made available. 


On Aug. 20. a further discussion with 


Marshal Foch was held at my head- 
quarters at Llgny-en-Barrols. At tills 
meeting It was proposed by Marshal 
Foch that the general operations as 
far as the American army was con- 
cerned should be carried out In detail 
by: 


(a) An attack between the Meuse 


and the Argonne by the Second French 
army, reinforced by from four to six 
American divisions. 


<b) A French-American attack, ex- 


tending from the Argonne west to the 
Sounin road, to be executed on the 
rljht by an American army astride 
thi Alsne and 
on the left by the 


Fourth French army. 


To carry out these attacks the ten 


to eleven Amerlcsri divisions sugcestci! 
for the St. Mlhlol operation and the 
four tr> six f«T ttio Second French army 
would leave cislit to ten divisions for 
ar. American army on Ilie Ai?r.e. It 
was prurwcil (li;it the St. Mihlei on- 
eniti'u should lie inliiatod on Sept. 10 
ar.d Ihe other two on Sopt. 15 and CO. 
respectively. 


The plan suggested for the Amer- 


ican participation In these operations 
was not acceptable to me, because It 
would require the^ immediate separa-

The first American army wns to pro- 
ceed with the St. Mlhlel operation.' 
after which the operation between tlm 
Meuse and the western edge of tlio 
Argonne- forest wns to be prepared 
and launched not inter than Septem- 
ber 25. 


On the nlRht of September 11 the 


troops of the first army were deployed 
In position. On tho southern face of 
the salient wns Iho first corps, Ma- 
jor General Liggett commanding, with 
the el.zlity-second, ninetieth, fifth and 
second divisions In 
line, extending 


from the Moselle westward. 


On Us left wns the fourth corps. 


Mnj. Gen. Joseph T. Dlckman com- 
irintullng. with the eighty-ninth, forty- 
second and first divisions, the left o( 
this corps being opposite Montsec. 
These two army corps were to deliver 
the principal attack, the line plvollng 
on Ihe cculer division'of the first 
corps. The first division on the left 
of the fourth corps, was charged with 
the double mission of covering Its own 
flank .while advancing some twenty 
kilometers due north toward the heart 
of the salient, where It was to make 
contact with the troops of the fifth 
corps.

On the western face of the salient 


lay the fifth corps, MaJ. Gen. George 
H. Cameron commanding, with the 
twenty-sixth division, fifteenth French 
Colonial division and the fourth di- 
vision in line, from Motillly west to 
I-es Eparges and north to Waittrpn- 
vllle. 
Of these three divisions the 


twenty-sixth alone was ,to make n 
deep advance directed southward to- 
ward Vlgneullcs. The French division 
was to make a short progression to 
the edge of thn heights -In order to 
cover the left of the. twenty-sixth. 
The fourth division was not to ad- 
vance. 


In the center, between our fourth 


and fifth army corps, was the second 
French Colonial corps. Mnj. Gen. E. J. 
Blondlat commanding, covering a front 
of 
-SO kilometers, with three small 


French divisions. These troops were 
to follow up (he retirement of the en- 
emy from the tip of the salient. 


At dawn on Sept 12, after'four hours 


of violent artillery fire of preparation, 
and accompanied by small tanks, the 
Infantry of thi.first and fourth corps 
advanced. 
The Infantry of the fifth 


corps commenced Its advance at 8 a. 
m. The operation was carried out with 
entire precision. Just after daylight 
on Sept 13 elements of the first and 
twenty-sixth divisions made a junction 
near 
Hattonchatel and 
Vlgneulles. 


eighteen kilometers northeast of St. 
Mlhlel. The rapidity with which our 
divisions advanced overwhelmed the 
enemy and all objectives were reached 
by the afternoon of Sept 13. We cap- 
tured nearly 16.000 prisoners. 443 guns 
'and large stores of material and sup- 
plies. The energy and swiftness with 
which the operation was carried out 
enabled us to smotber opposition to 
such an extent that we suffered less 
than 7.000 casualties during the actual 
period of thp advance. 


•The material itsuits of the victory 


achieved were very Important. 
An 


American army was an accomplished 
fact, and the enemy had felt Its power. 
No form of propaganda could over- 
come the 
depressing effect on the 


morale of the enemy of this demon- 
stration of our ability to organize a 
large American force and drive It suc- 
cessfully through Ms defenses. Jl gave 
our troops Implicit confidence In their 
superiority and raised their morale to 
the highest pitch.

Foe Fought Stubbornly. 


Continuous fighting was maintained 


along our entire battle front, with es- 
pecial success on the extreme left 
where the capture of the greater part 
of the Argonne forest was completed.

Munitions. 


Our entry Into the war found us 


with few of tho auxiliaries necessnry 
for Its conduct In Ihe modern sense. 
The tnsk of the onlnntice department 
In supplying artillery wns especially 
^lllleult Vti order to meet our. require- 
ments ns rapidly as possible we ac- 
cepted Ihe offer of the French govern- 
ment to supply us wllh tho artillery 
equipment of Tli's. IBS mm. howitzers 
and IBS 0. B. f: guns from their own 
factories for SO divisions. 
The wis- 


dom of Ihls course wns fully demon- 
strated by the fact that nlthoiigh we 
soon begun the manufacture of these 
clnsses of guns nl' home there wert>.. 
no guns of American manufacture of 
tho calibers mentioned on our front at 
the dale, of the armistice. 


The only guim of (hcse types pro- 


duced at home which reached Franca 
before the cessation of hostilities-.vero 
100 75 mm. guns. 


In addition 2-1 S-lnch howitzers from 


the United States reached onr front 
and were In use when the armistice 
was signed. Klght 14-Inch naval guns 
of American manufacture were set up- 
on railroad mounts, and most of thes« 
were successfully employed on th» 
Meusc-Argonne front under the 
effi- 


cient direction of Admiral Plunkctt of 
the navy. 


Aviation. 


In aviation we were entirely de- 


pendent 
upon our 'allies, and hera 


again the French government came to 
our aid until our own program could 
. be set under way. Without going Into 
a complete discussion of'arlatlon ma- 
terial It will be sufficient to state that 
It wns with great difficulty thnt we ob- 
tained equipment even for training. 
As for up-to-date combat planes, the 
development nt home wns slow and 
we had to rely upon the French, who 
provided us with a total of 2,076 pur- 
suit, observation and bombing ma- 
chines. 


The first .airplane received 
from 


home arrived In May. and altogether 
we received 1.37ii planes of the Do 
Havlland type. 
The first American 


squadrun 
completely equipped 
by 


American 
production. Including 
air- 


planes, cnmed the German lines on 
August 7, 1018. 
As to our aviators, 


many of whom trained with our allies, 
It cnn be said thnl 'they hnd no supe- 
riors in daring nnd In fighting ability. 
During the battles of St Mlhlel and 
Meuse-Argonne our aviators excelled 
all others. They have left a record 
of courageous deeds that will ever re- 
main a brilliant pnge In the annals of 
our nnny.

While this Is 
a source of congratulation, it must 
not give rise to nu occasion of cxtrav- 
nifant cxpi'iiditures. 
Our people nre 


hcnvily burdened witli Federal, town 
nnd municipal tnxcs mid it should be 
our aim to miika as Ifchl ns possible 
Slate taxation. 


There should always he maintained 


a critical watchfulness on all appro- 
priations nml none should bo mndo 
which do not bear a close relation be- 
tween tlie amount expended arid the 
result to be obtained; for every dollar 
of expenditure, its equivalent In ser- 
vice should be returned to the State. 


The financial credit of a State, al- 


ways of jfrent importance, is best 
maintained by the prudent practice of 
keeping expenditures within the In- 
come. 
You havo wisely fulfilled this 


requirement since 1010. Tills consid- 
eration 
IB liiyhly important in con- 


templation of immediately raising ap- 
proximately $2,500,000 to pay a suita- 
ble bonus to those who served in the. 
irrcat war. 


One year ago 1 recommended that 


you consider plans whereby a fitting 
memorial should bo provided by the 
State to commemorate the valiant 
services of thoso who participated in 
tlmt war. 
While earnestly continuing 


this recommendation, I strongly be-, 
licvc that In the meantime we should' 
rccbgnizc in n substantial and more 
personal way our appreciation nnd 
gratitude to all persons who entered 
the service In the army nnd navy from 
the State of Rhode Island. 


| persons should grant to others .tho 


same rights and liberties which they 
claim for themselves. 
In the early 


history uf 'this State, and in other 
States, the right of BUiFrugu was much 
more restricted among mtn than at 
present. 
The selected few selfishly

The method 
of amending the Stnte Constitution 
insures the Slote against ill-consid- 
ered changes, and'necessitates full 
nnd timely deliberation, • 


It Is no answer to Iho proposition 


to repeal the property 'nullification, 
ns It now Gliinifo in our Constitution, 
to say that ll only applies to the elec- 
tion of n very limiti-il class of public 
officers. 
True, in no far as thu elec- 


tion of public rifliecrs is concerned, 
it only aflfrots the election, of Aider- 
rneii and Common Councilmen in any 
city. 


I'rniscs Service Men 


We can nuver forget what they did 


in the cause of justice nnd liberty and 
in the successful defence of organized 
government by the people, whose 
blessings we now enjoy nml which wo 
believe nre now permanent. On each 
recurring season while our lives last, 
our hearts will be more grateful, and 
the fullness of their sacrifices will ha 
more appreciated. What we do will 
he small in the way of compensation 
for their losses and for the results 
which they accomplished; but we can 
show our grateful appreciation in a 
direct, personal way by paying to each 
of them such amount as in your judg- 
ment the citi7ens of the State may ap- 
prove. 


From the information \vhich I have 


gathered nnd from the action taken by 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
I believe the people of this State will 
cheerfully approve the payment of 
?100 to each person who entered the 
service while the. United States was 
at war with Germany. 
As this will 


require nn appropriation of approxi- 
mately $2,500,000 and as a bond 
issue presents the more feasible and 
equitable method of raising the re- 
quired amount, it will be necessary 
that the Legislature ask the authority 
from the electors of the State to carry 
out this plan. 


The proposition should be submitted 


to the people at a special election, to 
be held at the earliest day possible. 
I urge that there shall be rio delay in 
your action on this matter, forwith all 
the expedition possible, it will neces- 
sarily require some time before this 
bonus can be paid to those who nre en- 
titled to it; and while those who per- 
formed war service are now — or, at 
least, many of them — adjusting them- 
selves to new positions in civil life, 
these sums will be of greater value 
npd assistance to them if made imme- 
diately available. 


Suffrage for Womcfi 


The ConRrcss of Iho United States 


has proposed an amendment to the 
Constitution, which will be a part of 
the Constitution when ratified bv the 
Legislatures of three-fourths 
ol the 


several States in words following: 
"The right of citizens of the United 
States to vote shall not be denied or 
abridged by the United States or by 
any State on account of sex. Con- 
gress shall have power to enforce this 
article by appropriate legislation. 


It is in my judgment only an act of 


plain justice long delayed to give 
women the same right of voting as is 
now enjoyed by men. I, therefore, un- 
qualifiedly favor the ratification of 
this amendment and urge that it be 
accomplished without n day's delay. 


If we believe, as we profess to be- 


\-fvf, 
that a democratic government 


:.= maintained hy the consent of the 
covcrnei], there is neither justice nor 
reason in a system which deprives 
'ine-half of the people, equally in- 
-OTCsleJ, equally capable, equally in- 
telligent, from exercising an equal 
•••nice in selecting the officers of the 
Government nnd equally participating 
in its political concerns. 


The history of suffrage in republics 


reveals that those who 'had tho right 
of voting ha.ve been opposes! to ex- 
tending that r.ght to others, in viola- 
lion of the golden principle that all

Presidential electors, nil Stntc officers, 
indeed, may vote to authorise the

Assembly to

millions uf dollars, but is disqualified 
tip vote for those officers, elected from

present, nnd 1 urge upon you prompt 
action so that its accomplishment may 
be no longer delayed." 


Pollution uf I'ublic Wnlcrs 


No more Important.question con- 


cerning the health ami welfare of 
lihodo Island wilj be presented to you 
than the imperative duty of providing 
a reniedy to prevent pollution of the 
public .waters of the Slate, with par- 
ticular reference to Nnrrngnnsctt Bay, 
.the pride of Rhode Island. 


Recent investigations show that 


with the tremendous advance in manu- 
facturing, the rapid increase in popu- 
lation nnd the recent establishment of 
largo oil concerns, pollution of the 
rivers and upper Nnrrngnnsott bay 
hns increased fearfully, causing un- 
lold damage to our once prosperous 
fish industries, nnd is rapidly becom- 
ing n public nuisance. H is estimated 
thnt the oyster industry alone has 
suffered to tlie amount of $2,000,000 
annually; and thnt the 'State rental 
for oyster lands has fallen off $75,000 
annually; 
whereas if pollution had 


been properly restrained nnd regu- 
Intcd the Stntc would be receiving an- 
nually more than $260,000, instead of 
approximately $60,000, ns nt present. 


But this is only one feature of the 


damages sustained. 
Health, enjoy- 


ment and life nre imperilled. Noisome 
and disagreeable odors permeate our 
attractive shores. The continuance of 
present conditions will deprive Rhode 
Island of many of her famous and 
healthful shore resort?. 


We must meet this situation at 


once. 
Wisdom consists of being wise 


in time. 1 recognize thnt many valu- 
able interests are affected in propos- 
ing a remedy for these evils, but I am 
clearly of the opinion thnt n remedy 
is practical without hardship or injury 
to established enterprises of great 
and growing importance. Science has 
discovered 
practical 
methods 
pre- 


venting and reducing pollution of wa- 
ters to practical safety. 
As deserts 


have been reclaimed, ns pestilential 
swamps 
have 
been 
converted 
to 


healthful shades, so indeed manufac- 
turers' waste, treated scientifically, 
may become n source of profit to tlie 
manufacturer. 


There is no justification for inac- 


tion hy the General Assembly. 
It 


should enact firm laws without delay, 
stopping pollution of our public wa- 
ters. Pollution must cease. The only 
consider 
athe 
tie osth-lqBJ ctaoin 


considerations are 
the ways and 


•means Jo stop it. Narragansett Bay, 
with its great fish and other indus- 
tries, and its great opportunities for 
conserving the health and recreation 
of our people, must be saved. I strong- 
!y recommend the creation of a special 
commission of three men, eminently 
| fitted, to bo 
appointed by the 


I Governor, 
with 
stable 
tenure 
of 


office, who shall be empowered to 
prohibit or regulate the entrance 
of 
_polluting 
substances 
in 
the 


I public waters. Regulation 
may 
be 


sufficient in many instances nnd pre- 
vention the only remedy in others. 


The enactment should be compre- 


hensive and provide for State co-op- 
eration in giving information and ad- 
vice in the installation of plants in- 
tended to purify waste substances en- 
tering the waters. I urge that you 
take cognizance of this important 
subject. 
, 


Favors Public Roads 


The forthcoming report of the State 


Board.of Public Roads contains mat- 
ters of increasing interest and should 
be carefully considered. After a pe- 
riod of curtailment in road construc- 
tion, made necessary by the demand> 
of the war, work has been resumed 
and substantial progress made during 
1919. 
The expenditures in this de- 


partment for 1D19 arc approximately 
$1,200,000. 


The construction and maintenance 


of State roads and bridges and the ad- 
ministration of the automobile law, 
has made the State Board of Public 
Roads one of the most important de- 
partments in our State Government, 
and demands your fullest considera- 


j tion. In no branch nf the public ser- 


vice do people get fuller returns than 


!n (he wise expenditures of money on 
the public roads, and within our 
means the appropriation for this pur- 
pose should haye continuing and gen- 
erous support. 


Urges Dudget System 


One of tho chief sources of delay in 


the consideration of legislative af- 
fairs Is the Inability of tho finance 
committee of tho House, where the 
appropriation .bill by long custom 
originates, to mako up its annual 
budget until late in the session. This, 
I bi-llcve, can be remedied with the 


• results of a material saving in time 
nnd tend to greater economy. 1 rec- 
'jinmcnd that an additional aislslant 
be employed in thu auditor's office, 
who snail be un expert accountant, 
nnd shall be imj-osid with I he duty of 
presenting to the General Assembly 
nt its opening session In January uf 
cavil year detailed statements of the 
expenditures nnd appropriations in 
Ih'j vnrlouit ijvuartim-nti; for the previ- 
ous year, nnd nlao detailed estimates 
required for the year following, to- 
gellier with the probable income from 
'inl sources. 


lie should aiiso be given power lu 


Instujl n uniform system of bookkeep- 
ing und accounting tn all branches of 
the Stntc government. 
A thorough 


understanding of the finances of the 
State will thus be available nt the 
convening of the session.. 


Aid for Americanization 


Schools of Americanization intended 


to instruct persons between tho ages 
of 10 nnd 21 who do not speak, read 
or write the Kngllsh language have 
been established under tho powers 
authorized by Public Laws, chapter 
1802, 
passed at your last session. You 


should inquire thoroughly into the ad- 
vantages of these schools and give 
careful attention to the recommenda- 
tions concerning them which will be 
mnde to you by the Stnle Board of 
hducalion. 
It may be necessary to 


unienil this act to insure the attend- 
ance of those tn whom it applies. 


The Importance at this time of dis- 


seminating American ideals nnd Iho 
knowledge of American Institutions 
among those who were deprived of 
education In their native countries, or 
.who have been instructed contrary to 
American precepts, cannot he over- 
estimated. 
A general knowledge of 


nnd ability to speak the Knglish lan- 
guage is cssen'lln! to the discharge of 
Ihc- duties of American citizenship. 


In this connection I desire to im- 


press upon your attention, when con- 
sidering the appropriation for public 
education, the disturbing fact that 
teachers in our public schools nre so 
meagerly paid thnt many of them nre 
compelled to seek other employment. 
It is reliably cstimntcd tlmt 143,000 
instructors of the public schools in 
this country gave up their positions 
during the past year for more lucra- 
tive employment. 


Teachers of thorough training nnd 


experience nre rapidly being replaced 
by others nf less'experience and fit- 
ness, all due to the failure .of not 
providing sufficient funds (for ade- 
quate salaries for teachers. 
Every 


inducement should be made to retain 
nnd secure tenchcrs of the highest 
ability 
and 
character. 
Obviously 


there is small Inducement to take up 
the calling of n teacher, when in po- 
sitions requiring no especial fitting, 
larger salaries nre paid. Let us recog- 
nize these facts before we suffer the 
ponnlties of inefficient and demoral- 
ized schools. 


Revision of Statutes 


Since the revision of the Statutes 


of the State in 1909, there have been 
passcd^1883 chapters of Public Laws, 
amending, adding to and repealing 
tho General Laws, 


That the Statutes of the State nfny 


be consolidated, arranged aild brought 
up to date in one enactment, so that 
n knowledge of them may be availa- 
ble .to all citizens, it has been found 
necessary to revise them at intervals 
of about ton years. The changes in 
and ndditions to the-General Laws 
since 1909 arc voluminous, nnd before 
revision can be made will be largely 
increased. 


I consider it necessary that you un- 


dertake steps for a complete revision 
of the statutes of tho State nt the 
present session. 


I reitcrnAe the' Vecommendations 


that I made one year ago concerning 
child welfare, the relations between 
capital nnd labor, and fixing by law 
48 hours a week .is the maximum 
period for .woman's Inbor ;n shons and 
factories, the limitation of nicrht work 
by women ai-d the establishment of 
n minimum wage. 


Further consideration of these pro- 


nged reforms confirms my opinion 
that they nre most desirable and will 
serve the highest interests of society. 
I hope you will not further delay fa- 
vorable consideration of thc-Kc impor- 
tant subjects. 


Soldiers' Home and Relief 


• In accordance with the provisions 
of section 13 of chapter 101 of the 
General Laws, I recommend r.n ap- 
propriation of $10.000 for tho "Sol- 
diers' Home Fund," nnd.$10,000_fp_r 
tho "SnliMcrs' Relief Fund." having 
boon adviSed by the Hoard of Soldiers' 
Relief 4fhat these sums will be re- 
quired for the purposes named during 
the year 1920. 


In conclusion, I desire to express 


my appreciation personally nnd di- 
rectly to all members o f ' t h e Gcn- 
crnl Assmbly for their co-opratinn in 
the important legislation which you 
h_avc thus far considered, and trust 
that you will continue your support 
In these few recommendations I have 
made. 
Necessarily, 
many 
other 


chnnges and amendments to "our laws 
will come before you nnd I assure 
you they will have mv approval if 
mnde for the welfare of the State. 


Finally, I call your attention to the 


dangers that dusturb the peaceful 
enjoyment of government by lawful 
process and even. threaten the de- 
struction of all government; I refer 
to those persona, happily few in num- 
ber in Rhode Island, who are secretly, 
and on some occasions openly, teach- 
ing the doctrines of nnarchy. 
They 


would destroy all organized govern- 
ment, all properly rights, and estab- 
lish a state in wnich there would be 
no law and no supreme authority. 


Under the guise of "freedom nf 


speech," they debauch liberty and 
make a mockery of justice. 
These 


enemies within our gates are a con- 
stant 
menace to our 
institutions. 


Whenever and wherever their evil 
hard i? discovered, the most drastic 
and uncompromising penalties should 
be inflicted, 
Tho entire police power 


of the State sttould be constantly 
watchful to detect these common ene- 
mies to humanity, and bring them the 
swift retribution of justice. 


If, in your consideration of these 


offences, you determine that present 
laws are inadequate to meet them, I 
request your co-operation in passing 
the necessary legislation.

At this, the beginning of the 


new year, questions—fiscal, industrial, 
sociological nnd miscellaneous—press 
for settlement. 


finances 


The fiscal or financial question de- 


serves primary consideration. 
For 


the first time in several years llio 
bcK;ks of the city treasurer viere closed 
with no overdraft; on the contrary, 
thu statement submitted by the city 
treasurer shows n balance approxi- 
mating $12 000, or about $22,000 more 
than Is estimated in the report of tho 
Committee of Twcnty-five. Open and 
general criticism followed tho comple- 
tion of the tax assessment of 1919— 
criticism to n grent extent unwarrant- 
ed and unjustified. 
The tax asses- 


sors arc the revenue-producing, not 
tho appropriating, dapartmont. Upon 
them is Imposed the duty of raising 
the amount ordered by tho Council, 
taking care, of course, thnt the pub- 
lic burden is distributed ns equitably 
ns possible. When tho following facia 
nr« considered—nnmely, that this de-

The report of tho Committee of 


Twenty-five, embodying Ihc proposed 
budget for 1020, is now before you. It 
presents neither an hnpier aspect nor 
a brighter oullook for the taxpayers. 
Iho passage of the recommended ap- 
woprialioti bill will impose in 1920 n 
heavier burden than that borne in 
1019. 
Appropriations totalling $1,2.17,- 


70^.72 arc recommended. This amount 
mm i 
Il1.'v,t?tal appropriations of 
1910 by $ir><l.l.io.39 when the over- 
draft of $70,000 provided for by a 
bond issue in 1910 Is considered. Not- 
withstanding the fact thnt n bond 
issue of $79,720 is proposed, the rais- 
ing of the amount recommended'ne- 
cessitates a tax rate of $10 per thou- 
sand, on the assumption Ihnt the valu- 
ations remain constant, nnd involves 
an increase in the amount to bo, raised 
by taxes in 1920 in excess of 1919 of 
$42,670.72, assuming the balance in 
the treasury as revised by the latest 
figures submitted bo correct. 


We live in an age of increased costs 


I'ourtcen months after the cessation 
of actual, hostilities we find the cost 
of living, public ns well as private, 
appreciably higher, with no tendency 
in the opposite direction. Appropria- 
tions increase with each succeeding 
year, and it is needless to say that in- 
creased appropriations must necessa- 
rily be followed by an increased tax 
rate or an enhanced valuation, or both, 
any of which means an increase in 
the contributions to the support of tho 
city in the form of taxes. If the pro- 
posed budget be adopted it will be 
necessary to secure legislative sanc- 
tion lo'Iegalize the suggested rate of 
?19 per.thousand. 


The consideration of this budget 


should not be hasty. 
It should be 


careful and deliberate. Each unneces- 
sary 
item 
of expense 
should Ix 


dropped and every proposed appropri- 
ation of but secondary importance lo 
the city should meet with speedy dis- 
approval. I believe that the time is 
opportune for nn intensive study of 
the needs and requirements of the va- 
rious .municipal departments. 
I feel 


that a committee of economy nnd 
efficiency should be appointed, with 
tne express purjrase of examining 
closely and thoroughly into tho needs 
of the various civic departments, or, 
if it be desired, that the Board ol 
Aldermen during the year of 1920 
should act in! this capacity and prepare 
a report for the use of the Committee 
of Twenty-five when it begins its la- 
bors in the fall of 1920. 


A considerable saving to the city 


would bo effected by n revision of the 
present method of. levying the direct 
state t ax. Under the present tax sys- 
tem in Rhode Island a uniform rate of 
?4 per.thousand is levied on intangible 
property, 
while the rale levied on 


real estate nnd 
tnngiblc 
personnl 


properly is variable. 
The average 


local rate throughout the slate for 
the year 1918—that is, the rate im- 
posed upon physical property—was 
slightly in excess of $IG per thousand. 
In other words, the tax system in 
force in Rhode Island is n so-called 
classified property method. Notwith- 
standing the existence of two differ- 
ent rates, one low and fixed and the 
othervnrinblc, on the different class- 
es or>£2i!erly, the state levies its 
direct state tint-en all classes of prop- 
erty at a fixed "rate, Jhc rate for 
the year 1919 being IS cc"nTs>c each 
$inO of taxable property. 
V 


This method of levying the sSite 


tax fit a fixed rate on different clashes 
of -irrpnrty, taxable locally at differ- 
ent rates, is in mv opinion unfair, un- 
srv.im] nnd unscientific. It operates to 
thv financial disadvantage of the local 
units, discourages the taxation of in- 
ta-niblc property, and consequently 
imposes an added burden on physical 
property. 
If the clarified property 


system of taxation for supplying the 
financial needs of the political sub- 
division of the state be correct in 
th-yry, then the present method of 
levying the direct state tax must be 
equally 
incorrect 
nnd 
should 
be 


amended during the coming session of 
the legislature. 


I believe that the state should levy 


n classified direct state tax—that is, 
that the rate imposed by the Stale as 
a • direct. State tax 
on intangibles 


should be that ratio of the general di- 
rect state tax that fl per thousand, 
the uniform rate of intangibles, is to 
the average stale rate of $16 per 
thousand on physical property. I re- 
commend the passage of a resolution 
of this Council, requesting ar.d in- 
structing the membr-rs of the legisla- 
ture from this city to work for the 
passage of an act modifying the pres- 
ent law along these lines". The passage 
of such an amendment, on the valua- 
tions of the year 1019, would operate 
to save the city about $35,000 and 
would conduce to fairness and equity 
in the imposition of the direct state 
tax. 


The direct slate lax paid by the city 


during 1919 amounted, in round num- 
bers, to $116,000, about $24,000 of 
which was due to the passage during 
the closing hours of the General As- 


sembly of a law Imposing an extra 
three cent tax. Tho practice of -using 
the direct etate tax as a "legislative 
'plaything," to the fiscal 
detriment 


and disturbance of local units, de- 
serves condemnation, and the mem- 
bers of tho legislature from this city 
should be Instructed to use their best 
endeavors to prevent during the tom- 
ng year tho passage of any similar 
law. If this extra three cent tax /ails 
of passage during tho coming year

Economy demands the abolition of 


the present method of purchasing 
suppfies and the installation of n 
more modern system, 
Without trill- 


cismg the head of any department, it 
may well be said that centralization 
<n the purchasing power In sonic per- 
son or bureau would operate advan- 
tageously Ir, the city nnd taxpayers. 
Up-lo-ilnte business methods dictate a 
change in our present policy, nnd I 
therefore recommend Hint a central 
purcl-.usmg bureau be established nnd 
that n committee be appointed to in- 
vestigate and report on this imjiortnnt 
matter. 


The movement conspicuously prev- 


alent during the past few years of 
throwing into tho real estate market 
Inrgc unimproved tracts of land calls 
for n consideration nnd eludy, 
The 


cost of nil Improvements, initial nnd 
otherwise, has.bccri borno wholly by 
tno city, In many communities npccial 
assessment laws exist, under which 
tho cost I« apportioned among tho 
owners of the land nnd tho municipal.

seems to me that the time is ripe for 
the consideration of the question of 
applying a special nsscsshicnt law in 
this city, nnd recommend the appoint- 
ment of a committee for the study of 
this timely subject, 


I offer these recommendations in tho 


hope that their adoption will result in 
the reduction of the budgets of the 
future and will alleviate to some ex- 
tent the taxpayers' burden, 


Newnort'H Industrial Needs 


The hnpniness and prosperity of 


the people depend upon the permanen- 
cy In the future of their employment. 
inc one crying economic need of New- 
port in industries of a clean 
nnd 


wholesome type which will assure the 
people opportunities of steady em- 
ployment. The enforced curtailment 
at the Torpedo Station, tho reduction 
to a minimum of the forces of the 
Training Station nnd the practical 
completion of the Coddington Point 
project have brought to us n realiza- 
tion of this city's economic, depend- 
ence on governmental industries, nnd 
should impress us'kccnlv with the ab- 
solute necessity of dcvefoping the city 
industrially along additional lines. 


The proposed Chamber of Com- 


merce, a much needed organization, 
should be 11 potent factor in Newport's 
industrial development. Every induce- 
ment should be held out to prospects 
to establish in this city. 
Newport's 


advantages should he heralded far nnd 
wide and nothing should be left un- 
done to disjiol the widespread Impres- 
sion that Newport desires no indus- 
tries. 
It should become known gen- 


erally that we arc desirous of the es- 
tablishment here of certain kinds of 
industries nnd an active campaign 
should be waged to this end. 


I believe that an inducement in the 


way of tax remission should be of- 
fered, and that in addition it would be 
a profitable investment for the city to 
purchase nt least two factory sites, 
suitably located, to be plncod at the 
disposal nnd use of concerns locating- 
in this community: It is hoped that 
the owners of any factory sites se- 
lected 
would be sufficiently public- 


spiritcd to convey their land to the 
city, cither at n nomir.al price or at n 
figure considerably below 'the market 
'value. 


A summer resort without n modern 


hotel is, indeed, nn nnonioly. Newport 
as a watering-place, is famed, nnd 
justly so, far nnd wide, nnd it is cer- 
tainly to our shnme that we conspicu- 
ously Inck modern hotel accommoda- 
tions . The absence of a hotel in this 
city has unquestionably resulted in 
the finnncinl detriment of the com- 
munity and is no doubt responsible 
for Ihc loss of several national ath- 
letic activities. 


The matter of n new hotel is of 


such far-renching importance thnt I 
do not hesitate to suggest and recom- 
mend municipal aid in its erection. 
An appropriation of $100,000 raised 
by n bond issue (after l!:c referendum, 
if desirable) would attract private 
capital and would be a step forward 
tn the realization of what we all hope 
Newport will soon havo: namely. ,1 
capacious, modern hotel. Incidentally, 
it might well he said that every elVort 
should be exerted to improve our 
transportation facilities, to the extent, 
if necessary, of municipal 
financial

A Nirraltre of (lie I'arliculira of Ihe 


Capture of Major-General PrcKott 
ind Ilia Aldc-de-rtnip, Major Har- 
rington, told by Col. llnrtoii hlmnclf. 


(Copied from Beer's Almanac, 1813) 


In tho month of November, A. I). 


1770, D detachment of British troops 
took Major-Genernl Leo prisoner uy 
surprise. Having a very high opinion 
of the General's atillllleh, I was rc- 
flolvcd, If over uti opportunity offered, 
to surprise n nmjor-fwiorn) of llio 
British army, with n view to procure 
hl$ exchange. 
In the month of De- 


cember, the samu yeiir, the enemy 
took possession of tho 
Islnmia of 


•Uhoile Istnnd, Conanlcut and Pru- 
dence. 
I bcliiK llien In tho sorvlco of 


this Stnle, wns ordered to tho post 
nt Tiverton, where I used tho (Trent 
cat cndouvora lo Kiln Intelligence o 
some Krillgh ofllcer of tlio sumo ran! 
with 
MnJor-Gcnornl 
Lee, whom 


might surprise, nml thus effect nn ex 
change ol that (frent ninii. 
On til 


twentieth of June, ono thousand scvei 
hundred nnd seventy-seven n Mr. Cof 
fin made his escape from llio enemy 
of Rhode Island and wns brought t' 
my quarters. When nsked whore Sin 
Jor-Gcnernl 1'rcscott rjuaitcrcd, he 
said nt the house of Mr. Ovorlnir, 01 
tho west sMo of the Islnnd. and bclnj, 
requested, gnvo a-description of th< 
house. I now entered very ncrloual; 
upon the plan of surprising Gcncrn 
Prescott In his own quarters, A tow 
days nftor this n deserter camo off the 
island, who guvo Iho snmc Intelligcnco 
1 ns Mr. Coffin. 


I could not yet cntor fully upon the 


enterprise,'{hero were so many obsln- 
cles presented themselves. Tho troops 
ns well ns myself, wore nol lone; in- 
ured to service, arid'never had at- 
tempted nn enterprise ,of this sort; 
nml I wns sensible if our plnn should 
bo blasted, that. my ,country would 
reprobate niy conduct as rash and im- 
prudent; but after some considerable 
struggle with these difficulties I de- 
termined to throw myself into the 


' hands of fortune nml irinko the (it- 
tempt. 
I communicated my plnn to 


Colonel Stnnton, the then commanding 
officer nt this post, nnd requested his 
permission to put it In execution. He 
vo.ry: readily gave mo .liberty to go 
nnd-ttttnck (he enemy when find where 
I pleased. 
I then selected sovcrnl 


oiflcers in whose ability and secrecy, 
from personal ncrjunlntnnce, I could 
conftde.^ I •then .asked them if, they 
-wore willing to go with me on nn en- 
terprise,- but.where or for what par- 
ticular enterprizc, I "could hot then In- 
form them.; They all consented to go. 
the 
names 
of. the 
adlccrs 
are 


as '.follows; Ebenezer • Adams cap-

Potter 
lieutenant,

The next step to bo tnkon 


..was to procure boats, which was at- 


tended with'some 'difficulty; 'as'there 
were but two at our post; however, 
In. two or;thrcc days, we obtained Two 
whale-boats, and had them lilted in 
tho best possible-manner. 
All wns 


now ready, except the men, who had 
not been procured, for fear it should 
create suspicion, As. I wished to hayo 
them all volunteer, this'regiment wns 
ordered to bo paraded. 
1 then ad- 


dressed them. Brother Soldiers: I nm 
about 
undertaking 
nii 
enterprise 


against the enemy. I wish to hnvo 
about forty volunteers, and those who 
dare to risk their lives with, me, on 
this occasion, will ndvnncc two paces 
Jn front. At this the whole regiment 
advanced. I then thanked them for 


.-. their willingness to go witih me, but 


as it wns not necessary to havo tho 
whole regiment, beginning on -the 
right, I went through the regiment, 
and whenever I cnmc to n soldier who 
understood rowing.'nnd on whom I 
might depend. I chose, him out from 


. the others.' Having thus obtained the 


men, and nil things being in readiness, 
we embarked on the fourth of July, 
with an intention to proceed to Bris- 


. tol. After we got Into Mount Hope 


Bay, there cnmc on a heavy storm ol 
thunder any rain, by which I lost 
sight of all the boflts but ono; the two 
boats 
which 
were 
not 
separated 


pushed on with all speed and landed 
at Bristol at ten o'clock nt night, be- 
ing the fifth. I went to the command- 
Ing officers1 quarters, where there wns 
n deserter, who had just made his 
escape from Rhode Island; taking him 
into a private room, I questioned him 
concerning 
the 
enemy's position, 


whether there had been any alteration 
in the British encampment within a 
few days; he said there had not. I 
then asked him where the commandor- 
in-chicf quartered; he very much sur- 
prised me when he answered in the 
town of Newport. I nsked him if he 
ever went with such a guard as n 
sergeant and ten men to the west 
part of the island; he told me he had 
not, I then asked him if he knew of 


-such a guard being detached from the 


grand parade every morning at eight 
o'clock. He said he did: I was very 
•well convinced that part of what he 
said arose from his ignorance of tho 
quarters. At eight o'clock the other 
boats joined us. I then took the other 
officers with me on a small island

After giving them tbs most rolemn 
cbsrge not to communicate with nny- 
ono the least hir.t of our enterprise, 
we returned to Bristol, where wo j 


: stayed till the sixth, at night, when t 
-, about nine o'clock p. m., we embarked, ' 


a'rd crosMne Narracansett Bay, land- 
ed on Warwick Xcck, from whcru-e we 
meant to take our departure for the 
island. 
On the 7th the wind came 


into the E. N. E. which brought on a 
storm and retarded the execution of 


;,; 
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the plnn. On tho 8lh Iho weather wn» 
fair, but there were [several now ob- 
stacles which hindered our going. The 
iK'xt day, being the 9!h, tho weuthcr 
promising, everything appeared to In- 
vite us lo tlio enterprise,. The bonts 
were now numbered and everyone as- 
signed hl< bont und seat.

About nlno o'clock p, m. I 


formed my littjo party, consisting of 
41 men, officers Included, Into a circle 
nml thus addressed them: My fellow- 
soldiers!

I doubt not, If you succeed, thnt your 
country will rcwnrd vou; if not, you 
will bo rewarded In the eternal world, 
for we nro cnilenvoring to get him 
who Is bound In prison, viz., Gencrnl 
Lee. As this may be tho last lime I 
ever shall hnve nn opportunity of ml- 
dressing you nil. I offer up my sincere 
prayer to. Ihe Great Disposer of nil 
events, that ho will bo pleased to 
'smile on our intended enterprise;

consistent wilh His will, nmy success 
ntlond us. and each one lie returned 
to bin friends. 
Aftor this address, 


wo proceeded to.thi> shore. I directed 
the commanding offlCT nt tills iwsl to 
keep n lookout, nnd If he should hphr 
three distinct muskets lo come on lo 
Hi" north ond of Prudence to lake us 
off, for vin had reason 10 fonr thnt 
the mcn-of-wiir would s™d out tholr 
Imnts nml cut u^s off from Iho ninln.

We proceeded 01 
t I broad daylight when we landed nt 
Warwick Neck, the place from whence 
w« look our departure, having been 
gone six hours and a half. The Gen- 
eral, when on shore, turned towards 
tho Island, and beholding the ship- 
ping said to me: Sir, you have made 
n damned bold push tonight. I re- 
plied, Wo. had been forlunnto.

went to (ho nearest houso where tho 
General nnd his aide-de-camp wcro 
asked if they would rest themselves 
with ilccp, which they did. 
In the 


meantime, we sent to Wnnvtcktown 
for n horse nnd chnlsc, wilh orders to 
tho tavern keener there to procure 
the best breakfast possible for the 
General nnd his nide-dc-cnmp, nnd 
sent nn express to (.Mnjor-Gcnernl 
Spencer nt Provldonre, communicating 
the success of our enterprise It wns 
not long before th« nrHvnl of n conch, 
which Gen. Spencer had despatched to 
conduct tho General prisoner to Prov- 
idence. 
I accompanied Ihem find re- 


lated to General Spencer Iho particu- 
lars of our successful expedition. Ho 
was pleased lo express Ills npproba- 
tion in Iho strongest terms. It Is uri- 
nr-cossary to add, thnt tho principal 
olijfct of the enterprise was aftor- 
wnrds effected In tho exchange of (loii- 
p_rnl 1'rcscotl for General I.cc. "
